The Library 


Of the making of books there is no 
end. But books are made to be read. How 
are books to be made available to the in- 
dividual, agreeable to his desires and needs? 
Every person will differ in his attitude to 
reading—as self-education, as a relaxation 
or aS a mere pastime. 

It is in the fibrary—well organised, 
well indexed library——that the average per- 
son, the casual reader, the student, the 
specialist and the book worm can all find 
satisfaction. It is well, for there are many 
virtues and few vices formed by the art of 
reading. 

Altona’s library is not yet. In that it is 
not alone, Over 50 per cent. of Victoria's 
population have no municipal Jibrary scheme.

Party activity is designed 
to manipulate the unions, not 
in the interests of the workers 
themselves, but in the in- 
terests of the Communist 
Party, and finally of the 
Sovieb Union and Communist 
China. 

The Communists therefore 
make use of the labour 
movement, whenever they 
can, as an instrument for 
their own political end—the 
sejzure of State power. 

The Australian President 
of the Communist Party (L. 
Sharkey) in his pamphlet, 
“The Trade Unions,” gives 
the lead. 

He quotes (Page 13) an 
extract from a statement by 
Stalin in 1936: “The main 
of the Communist 
Parties of the West at the 
present time is to ‘develop 
the campaign for unity in the 
trade union movement and 
bring it te its consumma- 
tion; to see to it that all Com- 
munists, without exception, 
join trade unions, there to 
work systematically and 
patiently to strengthen the 
solidarity of the working 
class in its fight against capi- 
tal, and thus attain the con- 
dition that will enable the 
Communist Party to rely up- 


on the trade unions.” 
Sharkey adds the 
ment— 

_“These words were spoken 
by Stalin many years ago, 
but they might have been 
Spoken yesterday, for they 
still hold force for us.”

On Page 4f Sharkey 
writes— 
“The trade unions are 


vital centres for the building 
of the united front of the 
working class . . . In the 
trade unions the foundation 
of unity is laid which will in 
the end compel the ALP to 
agree to the united front of 
the political parties—Com- 
munist Party-ALP united ac- 
tion.” 

‘The Communist approach is 
to use the advancement of a 
Particular policy as the rea- 
son for the establishment of 
a strong “area committee.” 
In turn, the area committee 
is the Communist Party's 
medium of control over the 
particular job, ares or un- 
dertaking. 

It is important that this 
technique be seen in its 
proper Hght, as presenting 
a medium to build the united 
front. and increase the or- 
ganisational facilities of the 
Party.
